The Only Solution 

In this column a few weeks ago, some attention was devoted to the 
subject of the Canadian Banking system and the relations existing between 
the Banks on the one hand and the public on. the other hand—the public 
being divided into two groups, those who placed money on deposit in the 
Banks and those who borrowed money from the Banks. At that time the 
Principle was upheld that a Bank's first duty was to its depositors, that is, to 
those from whom it had accepted money and for whom it undertook to act 
as a trustee of the funds thus entrusted to it. 

It was further pointed out that the loaning power of a Bank depended 
upon the volume of its deposits, and that, if a Bank failed to adequately pro- 
tect its depositors, it would very quickly lose them and hence have no 
money to loan, It may be that there are still some people laboring under 
«the delusion that a Bank carries on a loaning business out of its paid-up 
gapital and accumulated ‘reserves, but it only requires a very casual study 
of the Monthly Banking Returns to reveal the fact that the total paid-up 
Capital and reserves of all the chartered. Banks in Canada is equivalent to 
only a‘small fraction of the amount of money they have out in loans to the 
people. This means that the Banks have loaned the money received by 
them by way of deposits, retaining in cash on hand only sufficient to meet 
any demands which depositors may make upon them from day to day. 

Stich a system—and it is the only sound and safe banking system— 
forces upon Banks the necessity when “hard times” and “financial stringen- 
cies” ‘arise to curtail credits, because it is inevitable that. it is during just 
sich periods that (1) the making of deposits drop to a low mark, and, (2) 
that those who have money on deposit have to draw some of it for use. 
There is only one thing for the Banks to do in order to protect their de- 
positors and be in a position to honor all cheques drawn upon them, and 
that.is to curtail credits and reduce loans. 

In a very notable address before the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ con- 
vention at Moose Jaw early in February, Hon. C, A. Dunning, Provincial 
Treasurer, nat only very clearly outlined the above situation, but he demon- 
strated, apparently to the satisfaction of his big audience, why a Federal 
Banking system is the only one in which the people of the West can look 
for satisfactory results. The West isa seasonal country, In the Fall and 
early Winter, when the grain crop is harvested and largely marketed, the 
bulk of the people have money. It is at that time the farmers pay their 
bills, interest on loans and mortgages, and when the better established 
farmers place money on deposit in the Banks. At that season few farm- 
ers, comparatively speaking, require credit, unless it be for the speculative 
purpose of holding their grain for a rise in the market price. 

At other periods of the year, farmers are not making deposits, but are 
either gradually withdrawing they had on deposit or are asking 
credit. 

In other words, at the one period of the year when a purely local or 
Provincial Bank would have money on deposit which could be used for 
loaning purposes, the demand for credit is at a minimum, while the period 
when loans are most urgently required is the time when deposits are not 
being made, but are reduced to the lowest figure. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that a purely local Western Bank would never be able to function as 
a great loaning institution at the very time when loans were imperatively 
required, Under, the. Federal system, on the other hard, a surplus of 
money on deposit in one section of the country can be used in another sec- 
tion where it may be required, money flowing back and forth, or in a circle, 
with the varying scasonal requirements of all sections. 

Mr. Dunning, therefore, held out no hope of the establishment of pure- 
ty Western agricultural Banks. On the other hand, while frankly stating | 
that the present Canadian Banking system jas well designed to meet the| 
needs of commerce—and it was for that purpose it was originally created— 
Mr, Dunning admitted it had its weaknesses from the Western agricultural 
standpoint. The remedy, however, was, in his opinion, to be found in the 
making of certain amendments to the Banking Act which would enable 
Banks to accept certain securities now prohibited to them and thereby 
make possible the extension of larger and better credit terms to farmers. 

Many of the more far-sceing Western bankers realized the necessity of | 
such amendments, and would favor them. Mr. Dunning, therefore, advised | 
the farmers to urge such amendments when the Banking Act came up for} 
its decennial revision a year or two hence, rather than to persist in the im- 
practicable demand for the establishment of local or Provincial Banks in|

The Increased Subscription Prices 
Shown to be Fully Justified. 


Out in Nebraska recently the com- 
mittee on public utility information 
considered the status of the news- 
paper field with particular reference 
to the fact that while costs in many 
factories are decreasing, the subscrip- 
tion prices and advertising rates of 
newspapers are increasing. 

The committee found, after a seri- 
ous investigation, that the situation is 
justified and that unless the incomes 
of many newspapers are perinitted to 
be increased the papers will be fore- 
ed to suspend, ‘The explanation for 
this situation is not difficult. 

A newspaper is not so mach the 
product. of manual labor as it is the 
product of thought, energy and fore- 
sight. ‘To maintain a certain stand- 
ard the paper must employ a certain 
staff 

Through good times or bad the 
standard of the newspaper must be 
maintained. ° 

Its costs continue through hard 
times as in good times. It must pro- 
duce a product which.is up to stan- 
dard, The cost of such a standard is 
fixed; beyond that it is only a ques- 
tion of volume, and in the question 
of yolume, as has been explained, the 
rural newspaper frequently loses, 

The big dailies may be able to 
adjust their costs to changing times, 
but for the country town publisher 
it is an impossibility—The 
Estate.

Efforts to Apply State Socialism Fails 
In North Dakota, 


The short cut to universal prosper- 
ity taken by the State of North Da- 
kota four years ago turns out to be a 
blind alley. The effort to apply 
State socialism has failed. North 
Dakota is compelled by shecr finan- 
cial chaos to get back into the beaten 
track. Disguise it how they may, 
the Non-Partizan Leaguers have been 
obliged to abandon their half-com- 
pleted projects and to resort to the 
older, well-tried methods of conduct- 
ing commercial enterprises and pub- 
lic business, 

The agitators who prey upon the 
credulity of agricultural communities 
will doubtless endeavor to represent 
the failure of North Dakota's experi- 
ment as due to the spiteful opposition 
of outside financiers and capitalists. 
The truth is that North Dakota has 
been unable to obtain the capital re- 
quired to carry out its schemes be- 
cause its credit was destroyed. . Peo- 
ple will not buy bonds unless they 
are pretty sure that the money is go- 
ing to be wisely spent. Financiers 
will not loan capital for purposes of 
fanciful experimenting. So North 
Dakota could not sell its bonds and 
finds itself today with all its cash tied 
up and its assets cither worthless or 
so depreciated that it can go no fur- 
ther without the help of the recogniz- 
ed financial institutions, 

In order to find-a market for $6,- 
000,000 in State bonds the legislature 
will be obliged to abolish most of 
the Socialistic undertakings of the 
Non-Partizan League, whose leaders 
have necessarily consented to this 
course and will abandon all theirepro- 
jects except the State mill and eleva- 
tor. ‘Thirty-two banks have closed 
up and the State Bank of North Da- 
kota is to undergo a thorough investi- 
gation. 

The lesson taught the electors of 
the State is an expensive one. They 
would lave been infinitely better off 
had they pursued the safer, but slow- 
er, course of improving their condi- 
tions by voluntary co-operation in- 
stead of trying to utilize the powers 
of the State Legislature and Govern- 
ment to force unnatural develop- 
ments.—Regina Leader.

During the Month of January. 


Nearly 200,000 bushels of wheat 
valued at $287,439.85, were shipped to 
the United States from the province 
of Alberta during the month of Janu- 
ary, according to S. C. Reat, United 
States consul. As compared with 
the corresponding month last year 
this is a very large increase. In- 
creases are also shown in the export 
of flour, oats and shorts, while a de- 
crease in the number of cattle ship- 
ped is recorded, due to a large extent 
to the unusually mild winter experi- 
enced throughout the province. Flour 
exported in 1921 amounted to 13,425 
sacks, valued at $52,239.59; oats, 77,604 
bushels, valued at $4,445.28; shorts,
